The application has been amended as follows:

Pending claims 1-16,18,19,21-37 and 52-61 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Allowability of 
claims 24-37 and 52-61 were indicated in the prior action. 

Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art because the cited closest prior art, 
Graham, does not teach the first and second chambers each having a filter, and the 
arrangement of the separated fluid going to the first chamber and contaminated fluid 
going to the second chamber.
